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ANNIVERSARY MEETING 


The Eleventh Anniversary Meeting was held at 41 Devonshire Place, 
London, W.l, on Saturday, April 24th, 1965, at 3 p.m., and was attended by 
twelve members and one visitor. 

Mr. G. W. Groves, a Vice-President, took the chair and welcomed those 
present and in particular Mr. Ralph E. Group one of our U.S.A. members 
temporarily resident in Paris. Apologies for absence were received from Mr. 
A. J. Branston, Dr. B. de Burea, Mr. J. B. Marriott, Mr. E. W. Stokes and Miss 
Rose Titford. 

The Minutes of the Tenth Anniversary Meeting held on April 18th, 1964, as 
published in Bulletin No. 41, pp. 22/25, were taken as read and signed as 
correct by the chairman. 

The Hon. Secretary/Treasurer, Mr. P. T. Saunders, presented his report on 
the work of the Circle during the past year together with the Accounts. It was 
with regret he had to announce that in addition to the loss of Mr. G. W. Collett, 
our late President, two other Members - Messrs. C. W. Payne and E. L. Webb - 
had died. 

Three members had resigned and eight others had been removed from the 
roll by reason of non-payment of their subscriptions. Sixteen new members 
including the first resident in New Zealand had been enrolled resulting in the 
total membership being increased from 206 to 208. Once again he referred to 
the laxity of many members in remitting their subscriptions necessitating 
sending out no less than 85 reminders and 21 were still outstanding. Passing to 
the Accounts Mr. Saunders drew attention to the fact that the balance on the 
main account did not reflect the cost of the December, 1964, Bulletin since the 
statement had not been received by the end of the year. Upon the invitation to 
raise any queries Mr. Forshaw referred to the disparity between the cost of the 
Dinner and relative receipts. In reply Mr. Saunders emphasised that this would 
be materially diminished if many more members attended. Mr. Toeg strongly 
supported this view and urged that those members who regularly attended this 
function should do their best to bring one or more friends with them. There 
being no other questions the accounts were formally adopted. 

The Hon. Secretary announced that an invitation to give a display had been 
received from the Hounslow and District Philatelic Society on December 2nd, 
1965. Messrs. Forshaw, Robertson, Thompson and Toeg signified their 
willingness to give a joint display. 

Mr. B. B. Benwell, Hon. Editor, urged members to send him more notes for 
inclusion in the bulletin. 
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He mentioned that he had, with reluctance, to send the December bulletin to 
press with one blank page. 

In the absence of Miss Rose Titford, Hon. Librarian, her report was read by 
the Hon. Secretary. In it reference was made to a recent purchase, "The 
Caribbean-Who-What-Why.' Its 850 pages present a wide variety of up-to- 
date information and although not a philatelic work much of the data it offered 
could form an interesting background to a stamp collection. Miss Titford 
mentioned that she would welcome any literature surplus to a member's needs 
for addition to the library. 

Cdr. G. Bridgmore Brown, Chairman of the Publications Sub-Committee, 
stated that work on the next Paper dealing with Montserrat was in an advanced 
stage and it was hoped that it would be published towards the end of the year. 
It was proposed by Mr. Benwell and seconded by the Chairman that the sum of 
£50 be transferred from the Circle's Main Account to the Publications Account. 
On being put to the meeting it was passed unanimously and the Hon. Treasurer 
was asked to take the necessary action. 

The Hon. Secretary confirmed that Messrs. Groves, Toeg and Ward would 
act as the Circle's Delegates at the 47th Philatelic Congress of Great Britain to 
be held at Harrogate from 18th-21st May, 1965. 

The Hon. Secretary announced that arrangements were well advanced in 
regard to the award of a Trophy in memory of our late President which had 
been made possible through the generosity of Mr. Gerald Collett. 


Annual Dinner. The Hon. Secretary expressed his disappointment at the 
relatively poor response he received from members to attend this function and 
suggested it might be wise to hold it at longer intervals. The consensus of 
opinion was that such a change would make little if any difference and it was 
unanimously decided to hold a similar function in 1966. In this connection Mr. 
Toeg urged that members who regularly attended should make every 
endeavour to bring one or more guests. 


Autumn Meeting. Provisional arrangements have been made for this to be 
held on October 9th, 1965, and a definite announcement will be made in the 
September bulletin. Mr. Forshaw and Mr. Group signified their willingness to 
give displays of British Guiana and British Honduras respectively. 


Twelfth Anniversary Meeting. Following a discussion it was decided to 
endeavour to hold this and succeeding Anniversary meetings on the second 
Saturday after Easter in future and an announcement will be made in the 
bulletin later this year. 


Election of President. At a special meeting of the committee held on 
March 24th, 1965. it was unanimously hoped that our Founder, Mr. P. T. 
Saunders, would be able to occupy the Presidential chair as soon as he was in a 
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ANNIVERSARY MEETING (contd.) 


position to discharge the full duties of attending all meetings and the annual 
dinner. For the next three years it was proposed by Cdr. Bridgmore Brown and 
seconded by Mr. Shields Forshaw that Mr. G. W. Groves be nominated as 
President. Upon a vote being taken his election was passed unanimously. Mr. 
Groves expressed his pleasure and emphasised the honour he felt in following 
the late Mr. Collett whom he had known for many years. 


Election of a Vice-President. The Hon. Secretary intimated that Miss 
Rose Titford wished to propose Mr. E. V. Toeg as a Vice-President which he 
was very pleased to second. Upon Mr. Toeg signifying his willingness to 
accept, the proposal was put to the meeting and passed unanimously. 


Chairman. Cdr. G. Bridgmore Brown announced that for reasons of health 
he had decided to resign this office which was received by all with great regret. 
After discussion it was agreed that the Office should lapse since Mr. Toeg 
would be able to deputise for the President should the need arise. 


Election of Officers and Committee. There being no nominations for any 
of the Officers or for the Committee and the present holders being willing to 
continue it was proposed and seconded that they be re-elected en bloc which 
was passed unanimously. The meeting closed with a vote of thanks to the 
President and also to Cdr. Bridgmore Brown for his past services in the chair. 


Following an interval for tea a display of Bermuda was given by Cdr. 
Bridgmore Brown. The following were some of the many interesting items 
shown: 

Commander Brown opened his display by reading the notices printed in the 
Bermuda Gazette of January and March, 1784, by Joseph Stockdale (the 
Owner, Editor, Printer and Publisher) to inform the Public that he had fixed a 
letter box on his gate "for the reception of all letters,” and that letters would be 
conveyed twice weekly in each direction between St. Georges and Somerset at 
4d. each single letter and 8d. for any letter or packet not exceeding two ounces. 
He continued with a selection of pre-stamp letters including one of 1814 sent to 
England by Post Office Packet and another addressed by the Governor to 
London sent by private ship and posted by the bearer in the London 2d. Post 
for delivery; a letter bearing the earliest recorded Large Fleuron datestamp, 
1828; Hamilton and Ireland Isle seriffed type datestamps of 1842 and 1850; the 
sanserif type of St. Georges and Ireland Isle of 1848 and 1850; a letter of 1849 
to Connecticut bearing the "New York Ship" transit mark; the "St. Georges 
Paid" stamp of 1852; and the Hamilton Crowned Circle " Paid " mark of 1861. 
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He showed photographs of six out of the ten or eleven known copies of the 
famous Postmaster's Stamp issued by William B. Perot in 1848, and of the 
even rarer Crowned Circle "Paid" stamp issued by J. H. Thies in 1860. These 
were followed by the first regular postage stamps issued by the Government in 
1865-73, including all the values in both perforations, the 1d. imperforate, 
"CANCELLED" proofs of the 1d. and 3d., and a remarkable Soldier's letter of 
1883 to London bearing 2d. (Crn. CC) including an extra 1d. for transit via 
New York. The "Three Pence” provisionals of 1874 followed, including a close 
study of the genuine and of forgeries in both types; then another close study of 
the "One Penny" provisionals of 1875, again including both genuine and 
forgeries. 


Die proofs and blocks of the Yd. and 4d. of 1880 included among the 
former a block showing the Plate Number under the third stamp from left of 
the bottom pane. In the 1883-1896 issue on Crown CA paper there were again 
several blocks showing interesting details, while the die proofs of the "Dock" 
issue of 1902-3 before and after hardening showed that the die had been 
considerably modified and simplified. In the "Ship" type of 1910-19 the 
display concentrated on die proofs, examples of the four plates and the 
different papers used for the 1d., and the numerous retouches made to Plate I 
towards the end of 1917. The high values of K.G. V issued in 1918-21 
included both die proofs and all the stamps, including the 10/- which was at 
one time extensively used on passports to pay a Poll Tax on aliens, these copies 
being subsequently sold, cleaned and offered with forged postmarks. He 
exhibited three such copies, and said he had handled and destroyed some 
eighty others. 


The display concluded with some postcards. A ld. card of 1880 with two 
adhesive stamps affixed was followed by one of 1885 with impressed stamp, 
and then the two cards both overprinted "One Penny" on reduction of the 
overseas rate in 1893. Of the former only 87 copies existed and a Post Office 
employee secured the lot, only allowing his personal friends an odd copy. The 
display concluded with a copy of each card postally used by a correspondent in 
Bermuda to his brother in England relating the whole story. 


A sincere vote of thanks was given by Mr. E. V. Toeg to Cdr. Bridgmore 
Brown both for his display and his informative commentary, 
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ANTIGUA 


I have recently acquired a pre-adhesive entire letter written in Paris on 23rd 
December, 1811, in French and addressed to a high Government official 
(procureur General) at Basseterre Guadeloupe. 

Members may wonder why I refer to such a letter in our Bulletin and the 
reason for so doing is that the letter has impressed on it in black the large 
Antigua fleuron with JU 17 but no year, this being the Antigua handstruck 
stamp type (PGla). There are no other marks on the letter except the figure '4' 
in black ink on the front of the letter. 

The opening sentence of the letter when translated reads as follows:- 

"By what mischance is it that I have not received any news from you since 
the English took Guadeloupe?" 

History shows that the British captured the island of Guadeloupe from the 
French in 1810. However, by the Treaty of Paris in May 1814 this French 
colonial island conquered by Britain was restored to France as part of the terms 
of settlement. 

Ever since about 1660 when the sugar plantations were becoming firmly 
established and more numerous, the basis of prosperity of the West Indian 
islands emerged. However, this brought with it the disadvantage that the major 
European powers were always seeking to prise from each other possession of 
the West Indian islands. 

Britain, France, Holland and Spain for about 160 years after 1660, and the 
United States from about the end of the eighteenth century, turned the 
Caribbean into a cockpit with the result that many islands changed hands time 
after time and numerous Treaties were also signed which in effect merely 
provided the contestants with time to lick their wounds and to prepare for the 
next round. 

In such troublesome and dangerous times the loss of mail and official 
despatches must have reached prodigious proportions due to capture or sinking 
of ships and likewise the delay of mail and official despatches due to taking 
roundabout routes to reach their destinations must have resulted in much lost 
time in addition to the resultant anxiety of relatives, friends and merchants with 
business interests in the West Indian islands. All this uncertainty I suppose 
gave birth to the universal habit of sending a letter and then a duplicate or copy 
in the hope that if one failed to reach its destination the other would do so. 

Against just such a stirring background the above mentioned letter from 
Paris to Guadeloupe was written. It is interesting to note that the letter was

CAYMANS. "CAY: KGVL M" would mean that his CAYMANS are limited to 
stamps of King George VI and only Mint. 


"StL*, StV*, xPS" followed by "C of All xBrG, xBrH" means the Member has 
specialised collections (as defined above) of St. LUCIA and St. VINCENT but 
excluding Postal stationery; he also collects Cancellations of all colonies within the 
Circle's field except Br. Guiana and Br. Honduras.

probably written more than twelve months after the British had captured 
Guadeloupe and its journey from Paris to Antigua alone took virtually six 
months. 

I surmise that the letter journeyed from France by a private vessel to an 
American port and from there by a further vessel to Antigua where it received 
the handstruck stamp and then completed the last leg of its journey to 
Guadeloupe. It is clear that the Antigua handstruck stamp was applied as a 
transit mark, and as I have not heard of such a mark being employed in this 
way before I would like to know whether other members have examples of 
Antigua handstruck stamps applied as transit marks on pre-adhesive letters, or 
for that matter whether similar marks of other islands in the West Indies were 
used as transit marks. 

Further, can anyone inform me what the figure '4' on the front of the letter 
in black ink refers to? Could it be the charge of 4d. for carriage between 
Antigua and Guadeloupe?

BERMUDA 


The Use of a Hand Punch for Revenue Cancellations in Bermuda 


In Bulletin No. 43 (p. 62), I reported on a K.G.VI 12/6 stamp (S.G. 120) 
which appeared to be mint, but which had a hole (3mm. diam.) through the 
king's cheek, apparently made by a hand punch. I solicited members' views on 
this and received a letter from Paul Dorn of Los Angeles, U.S.A., who wrote 
that he had seen fiscally used high value Cayman Islands stamps similarly 
treated, but nothing from Bermuda. 

Since then, I have obtained a lot of these same stamps on pieces of 
steamship tickets. These stamps had been used to collect the 12/6 Bermuda 
Tax from departing travellers and were in singles, pairs, and one triplet. All 
had a hole punched in them and most were otherwise unmarked, although 
several had part of a rubber handstamp impression of 'QUEEN OF 
BERMUDA ' across them. 

A recent letter from the Deputy Colonial Treasurer in Bermuda in answer to 
a query of mine confirms this form of cancellation. He wrote in part: 'The 
stamp duty (Head Tax) on passenger tickets of persons leaving Bermuda used 
to be 12/6 and the method of payment was by affixing a 12/6 postage and 
revenue stamp to the ticket. One of the conditions for use of these stamps in 
this manner was that the travel agent etc. must cancel the stamp and the 
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BERMUDA (contd.) 


punching of the hole became the accepted method.' 

Today the Bermuda Tax is One Pound and special revenue stamps of that 
value have been in use since the early years of Queen Elizabeth's reign. They 
do not appear to be used for the collection of this tax any more, as departing 
airline passengers are relieved of their money at the airport, along with their 
ticket and left with nothing to show for either, except a boarding pass.

LIBRARY 


In a letter I have received from our member Mr. Paul A. Dorn who, 
incidentally, is the Librarian of The Philatelic Library in Los Angeles, 
California, he mentions that in addition to the Colonial Office Annual Reports 
which I listed as being in the Circle's Library, there is another class of official 
publication of considerably more value which thus far seems to have been 
completely overlooked by philatelic Librarians, viz. Post Office Guides and 
Post Office Annual Reports. He goes on to say that the former almost 
invariably contain lists of Post Offices and the latter often contain dates of 
opening and closing and other pertinent information. 

Mr. Dorn suggests (and I consider his suggestion a most useful one) that I 
should 'canvass' members for their individual holdings of these and other 
philatelic literature which they have in their libraries and keep a record. This 
might uncover and disclose the existence of Post Office Guides hitherto 
unknown. 

I have one other suggestion to make and it is this. Should members have 
any cuttings from philatelic periodicals concerning any aspect of West Indian 
philately and for which they have no use, and they would care to send them to 
me I will be happy to compile them under the headings of each colony. A file 
such as this could be quite useful to those studying a particular aspect of the 
country concerned. Mr. Leonard E. Britnor's excellent index of articles 
appearing in a number of philatelic periodicals which is published in "The 
Stamp Lover" has prompted this suggestion as although many philatelists may 
have access to the journals in question by reason of their being able to borrow 
them from society libraries, many may not. Those who subscribe to a few if 
not all of the periodicals may not want to keep them and cuttings from these 
could be made of good use to so many, and I am perfectly willing to collate 
such cuttings if members care to send them to me.
